The constant stream of mail 
sacks going in and out of the post 
office reached its peak this week 
when the great number of Christmas 
packages and greeting cards del- 
uged the regular and extra staff 
and appeared to be on the way to 
establish a new record. 

More than 100,000 pieces of mail 
went through the cancelling ma- 
chines the first two days of the 
week, 53,500 on Monday and 52,900 
on Tuesday. Due to the inclement 
weather the usual volume of 
business expected Tuesday fell off 
in the afternoon. As a result Post- 
master Stephen A. Boland said just 
before the close of business yester- 
day that he expected Wednesday to 
be the banner day of the Christmas 
mailing season. 

With about 45 temporary mail 
handlers engaged to assist his 
regular staff Postmaster Boland 
‘had both the incoming and the out- 
going mail flowing smoothly through 
the office so that the deliveries in 
all parts of the town have been 
prompt. 


But one or two more days remain 
for the mailing of gift packages 
and Christmas cards for delivery 
before the holiday. For the con- 
venience of the public the post 
office will be open Friday and 
Saturday from 8 a.m. to 6:30 p.m. 
There will also be one delivery of 
parcel post packages Sunday. 

Postmaster Boland said that 
despite the large volume of mail 
going through the postal system he 
expected that every piece of mail 


Monday will be delivered by eve- 
ning of that day.

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The Carols of Christmas 


Ever since the choir of angels filled the heavens 
on that first Christmas eve with their ‘*Glory be to 
God in the Highest’’ as they announced to the shep- 
herds the birth of the Savior at Bethlehem, man has 
been lifting his voice in praise of the honor and 
glory of God in many forms, but none of them more 
simple or appealing than iin the songs we know as 
carols. 


These hymns of rejoicing on the anniversary of 
the Savior’s birth are sung everywhere in Christen-- 
dom and have a common theme running through them 
in that they contain fervent expressions of man’s 
hope and love. 


Down through the centuries carols have come to 
us from many lands and in many tongues, but from 
whatever land or whatever tongue they are filled with 
the characteristic rejoicing of the Christmas season. 


Some of the more familiar tell us that the ‘‘Angels 
sing Glory to the Newborn King’’ as they bring to 
man ‘‘tidings of comfort and joy’’ in the message of 
“‘peace on earth’’ which was brought to us on the 


first Christmas. 


If, in abiding with the spirit of the Christmas 
carols, men the world over would pause for a moment 
each day in their lives to lift their thoughts to God 
they might find in their meditations that inspiration 
for ‘*peace on earth’’ so urgently needed to end strife 
among nations and bring lasting peace and good will 
to the world today. 

* * % 


Moral Decay Within 


Each year the Roman Catholic cardinals, arch- 
bishops and bishops of the United States issue a 
message. This year’s message, says the Industrial 
News Review, is of unusual significance. 


It begins: ‘‘An alarming parallel exists between 
the situation facing us today and that which faced 
the Roman Empire 1500 years ago. The problems of 
the empire closely resemble those which sorely test 
us now — barbarism on the outside, refined materia- 
lism and moral decay within. he Roman Empire 
disintegrated from within, and moral corruption was 
the main cause. The same fate will befall us if we 
do not awake to the danger.”’ 


The Catholic spokesmen then touched on political 
corruption and immorality, saying, ‘‘In politics, the 
principle that ‘anything goes’ simply because people 
are thought not to expect any high degree of honor 
in politicians is grossly wrong....Those who are 
selected for office by their fellow men are entrusted 
with grave responsibilities. They have been selected 
not for self-enrichment but for conscientious public 
service....One and the same standard covers stealing 
from the cash register and dishonest gain derived 
from public office,” 


Regardless of one’s religious beliefs and affilia- 
tions, every American should be in thorough agree- 
ment with this view. Moral decay can destroy peoples 
and governments as surely as the most terrible wars 
and the most barbaric revolutions. The disclosures 
which have so far been made of corruption in our 
own governments, must have shocked and disgusted 
every citizen with any concept of honor and decency. 
Here is a case where only the sternest kind of cor- 
rective action can suffice.

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prison camp was located there. 

He recalled that there were 
troubles when the CCC camp was 
located in the forest, even though 
it was under military control. 

Martin’ P. Davis, a deputy com- 
missioner of correction, said the 
program of rehabilitation was a 
good one and the meetings are 
being held to guide the department 
in its ultimate choice of a site. 


He. stated that he was a little 
disturbed by the argument ‘of 
exploitation of prison labor be- 
cause that is not the intention of 
the program. Nor was it the in- 
tent of the legislature that 
weighed the merits of the pro- 
gram. ‘There are, he said, ap- 
proximately 5,000 prisoners in the 


state and of this conglomerate 
group some are very serious and 
others are accidental offenders. 
It is not the intent, he said, to 
pick the serious offender, but it 
should be possible to pick 50 good 
risks to place in these camps. 
All our institutions are the so- 
called maximum security institu- 
tions, with bars, cells, etc., he 
said. 

He pointed to the prison colony 
at Norfolk created in 1927 and 
said that despite the fact that 
about 100 men are living and are 
quartered outside the walls, not a 
single incident has occurred in 25 
years’ of any individual being 
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abused or affected by any inmate. 

‘“{ think many of you are a 
little confounded with the fear 
*and apprehension that the prison 
camp, so-called, will be in your 
midst. Please don’t confuse your 
own personal interests with the 
need and possible necessity of the 
over-all picture as it is. In fair- 
ness to the program and to those 
who have created it, I wish that 
you would look at the over-all pic- 
ture as being a good one.”’
